Suzy charity urges 
online dating reform 

Call follows daim that more than million personal-safety incidents went unreported

THE charity set up in memory of 
missing Fulham estate agent Suzy 
Lamplugh has called for reforms 
to the online dating industry after 
it claimed more than a million per¬ 
sonal-safety incidents may have 
gone unreported. 

A YouGov survey found that a 
third of online daters have felt con¬ 
cerned for their safety when inter¬ 
acting with potential partners on 
websites or apps. 

But more than half of those peo¬ 
ple said they had never reported 
their fears. 

Now the Suzy Lamplugh Trust 
is urging dating providers to im¬ 
prove the way they monitor suspi¬ 
cious incidents and keep members 
safe. 

It believes the number of unre¬ 
ported incidents in the UK may 
number more than a million be¬ 
cause users feel too embarrassed 
to come forward or fear they won’t 
be taken seriously. 

Rachel Griffin, the trust’s chief 
executive, said: “It is essential that 


dating agencies encourage and sup¬ 
port their members to report all in¬ 
cidents and concerns, and that the 
mechanism for reporting is clear 
and easy to follow. 

“This not only helps the individ¬ 
ual involved but may also safe¬ 
guard other users as online dating 
agencies can spot potential prob¬ 
lems and act immediately to pro¬ 
tect their members.” 

The trust was set up in 1986 by 
the parents of Suzy Lamplugh, a 
25-year-old estate agent who disap¬ 
peared when she went to meet an 
unknown client in Fulham. 

It campaigns to educate people 
about day-to-day dangers and re¬ 
duce the risk of violence and ag¬ 
gression, particularly at work. 

According to the YouGov survey, 
many online daters feel more com¬ 
fortable sharing personal informa¬ 
tion about themselves on websites 
and apps rather than meeting 
someone face to face. 

But while three quarters of users 
said they had read safety advice, 
more than half admitted they had 
never acted on it. 

Ms Griffin said: “We would al- 
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Suzy Lamplugh 

ways encourage people to follow 
advice on personal safety when 
talking online or meeting new peo¬ 
ple for the first time. 

“We also encourage daters to re¬ 
port any concerns or issues they 
have to the dating service and/or 
the police. 

“In the meantime, we will con¬ 
tinue to call upon the dating indus¬ 
try to ensure it takes all complaints 
seriously and supports users ap¬ 
propriately when they report con¬ 
cerns.” 

Last year marked the 30th an¬ 
niversary of Suzy’s mysterious dis¬ 
appearance. 

A diary entry revealed she had 
gone to view a property with a “Mr 



Kipper” but she never returned to 
the Sturgis and Sons office in Ful¬ 
ham Road. 

Her disappearance was reported 
to the police, triggering the first of 
several investigations, but 30 years 
on the case remains unsolved. 

Over the last three decades, the 
trust has trained more than 50,000 
employees about keeping safe in 
the workplace, launched the Na¬ 
tional Stalking Helpline and cam¬ 
paigned for the licensing of London 
minicabs. 

Speaking to London Weekly News 
last year, Paul Lamplugh, Suzy’s 
father, said the trust’s work was 
“enormously important” in teach¬ 
ing key skills that “preserve life”. 

Match, one of the world’s leading 
dating sites, is now working with 
the trust to provide a safer experi¬ 
ence for its members. 

It advises users to take basic 
safety precautions, such as regis¬ 
tering their dating accounts to a 
separate email address, not provid¬ 
ing personal information in their 
public profile and not leaving 
drinks unattended when meeting 
potential partners in person.

Maturing stars are even featur¬ 
ing in campaigns for products de¬ 
signed to offer a more youthful 
look - Natasha Clancy, 39, has 
been used to sell OLAY, while 
Anna Moody, 42, promotes Ac- 
tivia yoghurt. 



“Baby boomers are experienc¬ 
ing Photoshop fatigue,” Helen 
says. 

“They’re interested in seeing 
characters with laughter lines 
rather than unrealistic, bland, 
over-edited features. They re¬ 


quire someone with a strong 
presence and a genuine smile to 
capture their attention.” 

It is the start of a global trend, 
she says, with Dame Helen Mir¬ 
ren recently becoming the brand

Art project proves a 
fine way to raise £9k

PUPILS and parents at a Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush primary school have 
raised £9,000 - by making art. 

The Secret Artist project at St 
Stephen’s, which aimed to high¬ 
light the importance of art in the 
national curriculum, ended with 
an exhibition and silent auction 
with dozens of artworks on dis¬ 
play. 

A selection of the children’s fi¬ 
nal artworks - along with 40 more 
pieces of art created by parents 
and staff - was displayed anony¬ 
mously and sold to the highest 
bidder. The 200 guests at the auc¬ 
tion event were unaware who had 
created which artwork, meaning 
each piece was sold purely on its 
artistic merit. 

Michael Schumm, head teacher 
at the Uxbridge Road school, said: 
“The Secret Artist was a real 
showcase of all the creative talent 
within our school community, 
from the children to parents and 
staff. The money raised means a 
tremendous amount because in 
this time of funding cuts, the 
money goes directly back to the 
pupils.” 

The exhibition included a dis¬ 


play of 24 pieces of art created by 
pupils, alongside 40 artworks by 
adults within the school commu¬ 
nity. Among the top sellers on the 
night were Frith Kerr, Julian 
Rena, Kate Pattinson, Sorrel Chal- 
lands and Lottie Ingledew. 

The event was dreamed up by 
local artist and former architect 
Louisa Cookson, with fellow St 
Stephen’s parents Elly Cornwall 
and Lottie Ingledew. 

The initiative was launched at 
the end of January when Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush resident and local his¬ 
torian Caroline Macmillan shared 
her knowledge of the area with 
the school’s 340 pupils. 

Louisa explained how the chil¬ 
dren were each given a map of lo¬ 
cal landmarks and access to ma¬ 
terials, before producing an 
artwork a fortnight later at school. 

“They were all given the same 
materials and an A3 sheet of pa¬ 
per, and produced the work with¬ 
out parental intervention,” she 
said. “The diversity was amazing. 
The pie and mash shop, Westfield, 
the library and fruit and veg stalls 
all featured, and the children tried 
out watercolours, graphite pencil, 
paints, felt tip pens and collage to 
create their pieces.” 

Experts Auriol Herford, who 


owns Kite Studios in Bassein Park 
Road, and Anna Singelke, who 
teaches art at Greenside Primary 
School, in Westville Road, whit¬ 
tled down the children’s artworks 
to just 24 that would be displayed 
and auctioned at the final event. 

Meanwhile, parents and staff at 
the school channelled their own 
artistic talents to provide anony¬ 
mous submissions, which were 
displayed with help from parent 
Richard Haddock’s design com¬ 
pany 4D Projects. 

At least 200 people attended the 
final exhibition at the school and 
helped to raise the bumper 
amount of cash on the night. 

And the school hasn’t stopped 
there - following the Secret Artist 
exhibition, it has run a dedicated 
arts week as part of its focus on 
creativity. 

Xavier Bray, a parent at the 
school and director of the presti¬ 
gious Wallace Collection gallery, 
said: “Making art and making use 
of our world-class museums and 
galleries are vital tools for chil¬ 
dren to develop their understand¬ 
ing of the world around them. 

“Looking hard at a painting for 
more than 60 seconds can often 
take you on a wonderful journey 
to discover the worlds of others.” 


Groundbreaking study of chopper noise 


ACADEMIC researchers are to take 
part in a groundbreaking new study 
to record noise levels caused by he¬ 
licopters flying over Fulham. 

South Bank University wants to 
measure and map the noise pollu¬ 
tion around the London Heliport in 
nearby Battersea. 

During the study, small monitors 
will be temporarily installed inside 
residents’ homes in order to track 
the level of disturbance. 

Hammersmith and Fulham coun¬ 
cil, which has commissioned the 
study, says it wants to “build a case” 
highlighting the problem of night¬ 


time noise in the south of the bor¬ 
ough. 

The research is the first of its 
kind to be carried out anywhere in 
the country and will be used to find 
new ways to reduce helicopter 
noise. 

Cllr Ben Coleman, the local au¬ 
thority’s cabinet member for resi¬ 
dent satisfaction, said: “Residents 
are too often disturbed by helicopter 
noise at night and we are deter¬ 
mined to tackle it. 

“We are asking residents to help 
us build a case about the impact of 
the noise so that we can bring some 


peace to the skies above Fulham and 
the rest of the borough.” 

Fulham residents are being en¬ 
couraged to take part in the study, 
which will focus on properties 
within a three-mile radius of the he¬ 
lipad. 

Town-hall chiefs say that the de¬ 
vices will only record “noise en¬ 
ergy” and will not enable anyone 
to listen in on private conversatio¬ 
ns.

End night flights 
at Heathrow - MP 

CHELSEA and Fulham MP Greg Hands has urged 
transport chiefs to impose a ban on all night 
flights at Heathrow airport. 

The Conservative minister renewed calls for all 
planes to be grounded between the hours of 
11 pm and 6am. 

Mr Hands said he was frequently woken up at 
night by noise from aircraft passing over West 
London and suggested that local people's lives 
were being unfairly disrupted. 

He also pointed to research from international 
health bodies, including the World Health 
Organisation and the British Medical Journal, that 
highlights the damaging impacts of sustained 
sleep deprivation on people's wellbeing. 

In a letter to Lord Ahmed, the parliamentary 
under secretary of state for transport, Mr Hands 
argued that there should be a "comprehensive" 
ban on night flights at Heathrow. 

He said: "For the past 27 years I have lived 
beneath the Heathrow flight path and, like many 
hundreds of thousands of Londoners, I am 
frequently woken up by aircraft noise. 

"These Londoners have jobs to do and families 
to look after, for which they require a good 
night's sleep. 

"Accordingly, not only are people losing sleep 
because of being disturbed by aircraft noise 
during the night but their daily lives are being 
indirectly affected by it." 

Mr Hands said that banning night flights for a 
seven-hour period each day would "lessen the 
detrimental impact on hundreds of thousands of 
Londoners living beneath the flight path." 

And he called for transport bosses to follow the 
lead of Frankfurt airport - the fourth-busiest in 
Europe - which has banned night flights between 
11 pm and 5am since 2012. 

Mr Hands said: "I find it unacceptable that the 
convenience, quality of sleep, and the health of 
millions of residents in London and the wider 
South East under the flight path is sacrificed for 
the sake of a few thousand inbound passengers 
per night. 

"The 16 flights per night at Heathrow is still 16 
too many. 

"While I welcome the Department for 
Transport's stated intention not to decrease the 
current restrictions but to encourage the use of 
quieter aircraft, I remain convinced that there 
should be a comprehensive ban on night flights 
at Heathrow airport between 11 pm and 6am." 

A public consultation on separate plans for a 
third runway at the airport was held at 
Hammersmith Town Hall last week. 

Hammersmith and Fulham council, alongside 
local campaign group h&fnothirdrunway, has 
strongly objected to the proposals due to air 
pollution and extra congestion.

CUTS to school budgets could lead to chil¬ 
dren developing long-term mental-health 
problems, town-hall chiefs have warned. 

Mental-health champions in Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham joined local-authority 
leaders from across London to warn of the 
potential “damage” caused by government 
plans to redistribute schools funding. 

More than a dozen senior councillors 
have signed a letter to the Prime Minister 
urging her to scrap the controversial Na¬ 
tional Funding Formula. 

The signatories included local-authority 
figures from the Conservative Party, as well 
as Labour and the Liberal Democrats. 

Cllr Alan De’Ath, who headed up Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham council’s mental- 
health taskforce last year, was among those 
to add his name to the letter, alongside men¬ 
tal-health champions from 13 other London 
boroughs. The letter warned that “drastic” 
reductions in school funding could hamper 
classroom efforts to improve children’s 
mental health. 

It said: “As elected representatives seek¬ 
ing to improve psychological wellbeing, we 
welcomed your mental-health speech of 
January 9 in which you rightly emphasised 
early intervention for children and young 
people. 

“Of course, much of that early interven¬ 
tion takes place in schools, with children 
learning social and academic skills, protec¬ 
tive of mental health, while being able to get 
pastoral care including counselling. 

“Those lessons and care can only be im¬ 


parted by skilled professionals - and with 
around 70 per cent of schools budgets spent 
on frontline staff, that requires the right 
funding. 

“It is why we are so concerned about the 
National Funding Formula proposals, 
which are set to drastically reduce schools 
funding in the areas of greatest need.” 

The councillors said London would be 
among the regions worst hit by the propos¬ 
als, which have been designed to redis¬ 
tribute schools funding more evenly across 
the whole country. 

They warned that the poorest communi¬ 
ties tended to have the highest prevalence 
of mental illness, making them the biggest 
“losers” in the funding shake-up. 

In one borough, Tower Hamlets, the coun¬ 
cillors said schools would lose more than 
£500 per pupil every year. 



The letter said: “These cuts will signifi¬ 
cantly reduce the ability of schools to pro¬ 
vide a decent education, support the healthy 
development of children and adequately 
look after their pastoral and academic 
needs. 

“We ask you to look again at cutting the 
schools budgets for the poorest communi¬ 
ties which will damage the mental health 
of coming generations, placing a greater 
burden on public services and our econ¬ 
omy.” 

A spokesman for the Department for Ed¬ 
ucation said: “School funding is at its high¬ 
est level on record, at more than £40 billion 
in 2016-17, and we have protected the core 
schools budget in real terms since 2010. 

“But the system for distributing that 
funding across the country is unfair, 
opaque and outdated. 

“Under the proposed national 
schools funding formula, more 
than half of England’s schools will 
receive a cash boost in 2018-19. 

“This will help to create a sys¬ 
tem that funds schools according 
to the needs of their pupils rather 
than their postcode. 

“As the Prime Minister an¬ 
nounced last month, we want to 
strengthen the links between 
schools and local NHS mental- 
health staff to ensure children and 
young people get the help and sup¬ 
port they need and deserve. 

“This is backed by an additional 
£14 billion government investment 
to transform the mental-health 
support available.”

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Be our secret weapon in 
war on terror, urge police

AN army of informants are reporting sus¬ 
pected terrorists to Scotland Yard and MI5 at 
the rate of 60 every day - but the security 
services say they need many more terror tip¬ 
sters if London is to stay safe. 

Counter-terrorism chiefs are appealing to 
Londoners to be their secret weapon in the 
fight against Islamist extremists and they say 
“don’t be shy” and about reaching for the 
phone but “go with your gut” to report shady 
characters. 

“With the terror threat becoming increas¬ 
ingly complex and varied, we are calling on 
communities to act on their instincts to help 
prevent atrocities taking place,” said a Scot¬ 
land Yard spokesman. 

The appeal for more informants from the 
public came from the UK’s most senior 
counter terrorism officer, Met Police Assis¬ 
tant Commissioner Mark Rowley. 

Launching the new Action Counters Ter¬ 
rorism, or ACT, campaign, Mr Rowley said 
information from the public continues to play 
a significant part in recent successes in coun¬ 
tering terrorism. But he said officers need 
even more information to help build better 
intelligence pictures on individuals or groups 
plotting attacks. 

“This comes as the threat, which remains 
at ‘severe’ - meaning an attack is highly 
likely - continues to diversify and expand,” 
said the spokesman. “This is seen in cases 
where terrorists have been able to reach 
across the world to radicalise often vulnera¬ 
ble, volatile or chaotic individuals and 
groups, and inspire and direct them using in¬ 
stant and secure communications.” 



Commander Simon Bray, lead for the Met 
Police security and specialist operations unit, 
said: “Met officers, along with the rest of the 
counter-terrorism network, are working tire¬ 
lessly to keep the public safe. However, ad¬ 
vances in technology make it more complex 
and challenging for us to spot would-be ter¬ 
rorists, with radicalisation taking place in a 
relatively short space of time using encrypted 
communications. 

“Everyone has seen the impact of low-tech¬ 
nical-level attacks on crowded places in other 
cities across the world, making it even more 
important that we all remain vigilant and 
people act, by calling us confidentially, if they 
are concerned about any suspicious activity.” 

Last year a record number of people con¬ 
tacted the confidential Anti-Terrorist Hotline, 
with the service receiving more than 22,000 
calls. Officers hope this number will continue 
to increase if more can be done to encourage 
people to call or report online. 

Commander Bray said: “Here in London 
we have excellent relations with our commu¬ 
nities. These are the people who we depend 


Safety risk to young due to 
cuts in services, claims AM 


THE safety of young Londoners will be put 
at risk unless Sadiq Khan finds extra cash 
for youth services, a city leader has 
warned. 

London Assembly Member Sian Berry 
says the future of youth services in Lon¬ 
don looks “increasingly bleak” as her re¬ 
search shows at least £7.5 million will be 
cut this year from council budgets across 
the capital. 

Figures from almost every council have 
now been sent back in response to Ms 
Berry’s request for information. 

The updated figures in her new report 
show: 

•Total youth-service cuts across London 
between 2011-12 and 2016-17 are now more 
than £28 million - an average of 34 per 
cent; 

• Councils plan to remove at least another 
£7.5 million from youth services in their 
upcoming 2017-18 budgets; 

• At least 457 youth-worker jobs have 
been lost since 2011 - a staffing cut of 48 
per cent; 

• Some 36 youth centres have closed 
across the city. 

A spokesman for Ms Berry said: “In a 
Green group budget amendment for the 
GLA, Sian proposed that the mayor should 
help ease the effects of these cuts with new 
funding to councils via the London Crime 
Prevention Fund but her proposals were 
rejected by the Assembly and not taken 
up by the mayor in his final budget in 
February. 

“She has now repeated her call for the 
mayor to act at a strategic, Londonwide 
level to protect youth services in her re¬ 
sponse to the mayor’s draft Police and 
Crime Plan.”

on for information to help us keep Londoners 
safe. The number or calls and online reports 
we receive with information is increasing 
but we are appealing for even more.” 

Police research to support the ACT cam¬ 
paign discovered that a quarter of people said 
they might not report their suspicions be¬ 
cause of fears over wasting police time. 

Commander Bray said: “Research has 
shown some people worry they might be wast¬ 
ing our time or they are not sure what sort 
of activity might be suspicious. So we want 
to allay those concerns and help them to help 
us make nothing happen by acting on their 
instincts.” 

His call was backed by the mayor of Lon¬ 
don, Sadiq Khan, who said: “As the face of 
terrorism continues to change and develop, 
the public plays an increasingly vital part in 
the ongoing fight against it. We know their 
information makes a real difference, so I urge 
Londoners to keep their eyes and ears open 
and immediately report anything suspicious 
to the police.”

Rough sleeper given 
five years’jail for rape 

A ROUGH sleeper who raped a young woman 
in Holland Park has been jailed for five years. 

After a trial at Southwark Crown Court, Is¬ 
mael Ali Omer, 32, of no fixed abode, was found 
guilty of rape. The victim - aged in her 20s - 
was raped by Omer early in the morning of Au¬ 
gust 27 last year in Holland Park Avenue. 

Omer, who had been sleeping rough in the 
area, met the victim around an hour before the 
attack, as she was walking home from a night 
out. 

She ran from the area after the attack, alert¬ 
ing members of the public. Police were called 
to the location, and Omer was arrested near 
the scene. 

Detective Constable Anthony Stanton, of the 
Met's Sexual Offences Exploitation and Child 
Abuse Command, said: "I would like to thank 
the victim and acknowledge her courage 
throughout this investigation. The strength of 
evidence against Omer was overwhelming 
which led to him being convicted of rape. 

"The sentence handed to him reflects the 
gravity of the offence and the effect it has had 
on the victim's life." 

Detective Inspector Ash Hornsby, of the Sex¬ 
ual Offences Exploitation and Child Abuse 
Command, said: "This was a violent assault on 
a lone female and that is reflected in the sen¬ 
tence. Londoners should feel safer as a danger¬ 
ous offender has been taken off the streets. 

"We have teams of specialist officers ready 
to help anyone who has been sexually as¬ 
saulted but I want to reassure the public that 
such attacks by strangers are rare. I would en¬ 
courage victims to come forward in the knowl¬ 
edge that we will support them." 


Ms Berry said: “I was very disappointed 
that, in his final budget in February, the 
mayor did not take up my proposal to help 
councils that have been forced to cut their 
services for young people. 

“The risk to real crime prevention and 
the risk to the safety of young Londoners 
is clear and I believe the mayor does have 
a duty to act on this at a Londonwide level. 

“I have been visiting communities and 
young people around London who are wor¬ 
ried about the future of their services and 
witnessing first hand how they are losing 
their youth workers and youth centres. 

“The final Police and Crime Plan must 
set out how the mayor will act to help 
young Londoners and mitigate the effects 
of these cuts.”

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‘Mayor must 
act over abuse 
by spy police’

LONDON leader Sian Berry 
is calling for an end to opera¬ 
tions by “unaccountable spy 
cops”. 

Ms Berry, the Green mem¬ 
ber of the London Assembly, 
wants Sadiq Khan to order a 
crackdown on what she 
claims is “abuse by under¬ 
cover police operations”. 

Her call forms part of her 
response, on behalf of the 
Green group in the London 
Assembly, to the draft of the 
new Police and Crime Plan 
published by the mayor in De¬ 
cember. 

“Sian’s demand follows a 
number of cases where under¬ 
cover police officers were 
found to have got involved in 
relationships with campaign¬ 
ers, and where politicians and 
campaigners - including 
Sian - have been found on po¬ 
lice databases, despite having 
no criminal record or links to 
crime,” said a spokesman for 
Ms Berry. 

The issues are now being 
investigated in a public in¬ 
quiry by Lord Justice Pitch- 
ford - but the process is ex¬ 
pected to last several more 
years. 

Ms Berry said: “The mayor 
should not wait for the end of 
the Pitchford Inquiry before 
he acts on this. We need him 
to say now how he will sort 
out the problems caused by 


spy cops. I have been shocked 
by the heartbreaking stories 
of their abuse of personal re¬ 
lationships and even I appear 
to have been monitored by po¬ 
lice. 

“Campaigners need more 
assurance from the new 
mayor and commissioner that 
abuses will stop. This must 
include clear new processes 
for governance and account¬ 
ability in the new Police and 
Crime Plan. 

“For policing to work, Lon¬ 
doners must be able to trust 
officers and know that they 
can be held responsible for 
wrongdoing. The police can¬ 
not be allowed to operate out¬ 
side the law.” 

The Assembly Member’s 
recommendations for im¬ 
provement to the final Police 
and Crime Plan, which will 
be published by the mayor 
later this spring, are based on 
visits to community groups 
and campaigners across Lon¬ 
don. 

Ms Berry’s recommenda¬ 
tions for the new Police and 
Crime Plan include: 

• Fundamentally reform how 
undercover police are man¬ 
aged and held accountable, 
and do more to improve offi¬ 
cer confidence in whistle¬ 
blowing processes within the 
service; 

• Push hard for the devolu¬ 
tion of more aspects of crimi¬ 
nal justice to show victims 
and the wider community 


more consistency in prosecu¬ 
tions; 

• Invest in youth work for 
real crime prevention and to 
help young Londoners thrive; 

• Adopt a more evidence- 
based and consistent ap¬ 
proach to education about 
knife crime and violence; 

• Improve on plans for more 
local policing by doing more 
to support ward panels and 
community groups such as 
neighbourhood watch; 

• Task ward officers with 
helping residents avoid scams 
and fraud carried out online, 
and investigating these 
crimes where they have a lo¬ 
cal connection; 

• Fully fund the implementa¬ 
tion of the Violence Against 
Women and Girls Strategy, 
and protect specialist servic¬ 
es for diverse groups of 
women; 

• Improve training for offi¬ 
cers who deal with the public 
to help people with mental- 
health problems and demen¬ 
tia; 

• Take more positive action 
to improve diversity in the 
MPS more quickly, in partic¬ 
ular for the new Police Now 
graduates and direct-entry in¬ 
spector and superintendent 
scheme; 

• Address inequalities in how 
different groups are treated 
by the police, with a particu¬ 
lar focus on winning back the 
confidence of young BAME 
Londoners. 


City council 
marks St 
David’s Day - 
for one hour 

ALTHOUGH the Irish get an entire all-song- 
and-dancing St Patrick's Day Parade, 
Westminster's Welsh were given only an hour 
of official celebration this month to mark their 
national day and salute the milkmaids from 
the valleys on whom the capital once 
depended. 

But at least Westminster City Council made 
the effort and council Leader Nickie Aiken and 
Cllr Jason Williams defied the rain, wind and 
cold to clamber to the top of City Hall to raise 
the Welsh flag to celebrate St David's Day on 
March 1. 

"The flag was flown for one hour in a 
symbolic gesture to recognise the enormous 
contribution that Welsh people have made to 
Westminster and the United Kingdom. Both 
Cllrs Aiken and Williams are originally from 
Wales," said a council spokesman. 

"Links between Wales and Westminster go 
back for centuries - but in modern times, 
notable Welsh contributions to Westminster 
life has come from across the worlds of 
fashion, politics, culture and entertainment. 

"A green plaque now marks where fashion 
giant Laura Ashley began hand-printing 
textiles in her Pimlico flat. Mary Quant is 
synonymous with Carnaby Street and the 
Swinging Sixties and Ivor Novello's lavish 
West End musicals were the smash hits of 
their day. 

"One key area that the Welsh really made a 
mark in Westminster was the drapery trade. 
Drapers' assistants from Wales were 
numerous among the clothing and textile 
shops of Oxford Street, Queensway and 
Westbourne Grove. Several were successful 
enough to be among the first proprietors of 
large department stores, most notably DH 
Evans, now House of Fraser on Oxford Street, 
who was originally from Carmarthenshire." 

Cllr Aiken said: "As a proud Welshwoman, I 
am thrilled that we have been able to 
celebrate St David's Day and to fly the flags of 
Wales and the Union together. But I also take 
enormous pride in the community of which 
we are all part in Westminster. 

"Like so many others, I have moved to the 
city and made it my home, where the 
combination of all our different backgrounds 
and experiences bring unrivalled vibrancy to 
our distinct neighbourhoods, making it a true 
city for all." 



One key area that the Welsh really made a 
mark in Westminster was in the dairy industry. 
A print from a Cries Of London series of 1804 
describes contemporary milk-carriers as 
"almost universally Welsh girls, whose 
uncommon strength and hardiness of 
constitution peculiarly fit them for an 
employment of such great labour and 
constant exposure to the inclemencies of the 
weather". 

Further evidence of their prevalence is 
found in the numerous common Welsh 
surnames appearing as cow-keepers and 
dairymen in London trade directories. It has 
been suggested that it was Welsh families 
with farming backgrounds who were 
prepared to accept the very long hours and 
small returns offered by small retail dairy 
outlets. 

On a ceremonial and official note, 
Westminster is also home to the Prince of 
Wales'official London residence Clarence 
House, and the government's Welsh Office is 
based at Gwydyr House.

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Mum urges Tories to 
ensure teachers can 
save children’s lives

A MOTHER from Shepherd’s Bush whose 
daughter suffered a life-threatening med¬ 
ical episode at school has urged ministers 
to make sure teachers are equipped to 
help children with long-term conditions. 

Louise Fyfe-Taylor wants the govern¬ 
ment to ensure schools have policies in 
place to guide staff when dealing with 
children who have illnesses such as type 
1 diabetes, asthma or epilepsy. 

She started her campaign after her 
daughter Jenny suffered a severe hypo- 
glycaemic episode while she was taking 
part in a school cycling lesson. 

The incident left her blood glucose lev¬ 
els dangerously low and it took 40 min¬ 
utes for her to recover. 

Louise says members of staff were un¬ 
sure how to help Jenny and had not 
checked that she had her test kit with her. 

Since 2014, all schools in England have 
been required by law to have a medical- 
conditions policy in place to assist teach¬ 
ing staff in life-threatening situations. 

But Louise says some schools are not 
aware of the law or what they need to do

to meet their legal responsibilities. “I’ve 
spent the last few weeks asking other 
schools in my area what support they of¬ 
fer,” she said. 

“Disappointingly, no schools I spoke to 
had a long-term medical-conditions policy 
in place. In England this is actually a 
breach of the law - but more importantly 
it risks children’s lives. 


“This serious threat to my daughter’s 
health could have been avoided if a med¬ 
ical-conditions policy had been in place 
and was being properly followed.” 

Last week Louise shared her experi¬ 
ence with MPs as part of a research pro¬ 
ject by the all-party parliamentary groups 
on diabetes and epilepsy. She has also set 
up a petition calling for Ofsted - the 
schools regulator - to start routinely 
checking schools to make sure they have 
medical-conditions policies in place. 

The petition, which has already been 
signed by more than 7,000 people, also 
urges Edward Timpson MP, the govern¬ 
ment minister for vulnerable children 
and families, to remind schools of their 
responsibilities. 

Louise said: “I want the minister to 
write to every school in England to re¬ 
mind them that they have a legal respon¬ 
sibility to have a medical-conditions pol¬ 
icy. And to make sure that these policies 
are actually being followed, he should ask 
school regulator Ofsted to look at this dur¬ 
ing their inspections. 

“Making sure schools get this right will 
help children with serious medical con¬ 
ditions thrive in school and could save a 
life.” 
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Leaping into literature 


A MANAGEMENT consultant from Hammersmith has made 
the leap into literature after being inspired by the chal¬ 
lenges of caring for his elderly mother. 

Mark Carrington, pictured, hits the shelves of London's 
bookshops for the first time this month with his debut. 
Peaceful Breeze. The book is one man's account of the diffi¬ 
culties of providing care for his mother during her final 
days. 

Mark's mother was suddenly diagnosed with advanced 
colon cancer in 2014 - and the condition quickly became 
terminal. 

As a son, he felt a responsibility to care for her and to 
make sure she was as comfortable as possible. But Mark 
had to overcome problematic red tape put up by the 
healthcare industry without any practical guidance about 
how to maintain a normal daily life while going through 
the emotional toil of losing his mother. 

The book recounts Mark's entire journey as a carer, while 
reflecting on the life of the woman who raised him. 

He said: "Despite the best intentions of doctors and 
nurses around me, the harsh reality is that if I had not been 
there to advocate throughout her illness, my mother very 
likely could have fallen through the gaps in a system that 
is already overloaded with patients. 

"With the advances in medicine increasing the longevity 
of life and the rapidly growing population of seniors who 
will need medical care, this discussion is becoming even 
more vital." 

Mark, 54, said his experience had inspired him to add 
to his three masters degrees by studying for a PhD in pal¬ 
liative care. 


Renting in Fulham twice 
as dear as in Greenwich

THE cost of renting in London is now so high 
that a family of four in Hammersmith and 
Fulham would need an annual income of 
more than £100,000 just to pay for basic living 
space, according to new research. 

Estate agents’ statistics reveal that the bor¬ 
ough is among the least affordable for renters, 
with cash-strapped families needing to find 
six-figure sums every year in order to pay 
their bills. 

The study by online property service 
Nested found that the rental value of living 
space in Hammersmith and Fulham is now 
£32.86 per square metre. 

It used the data to calculate that the annual 
cost for a family of four to have the minimum 
recommended amount of space would be an 
eye-watering £100,619.64. 

For a person to live on their own in the 
borough, they would need to fork out more 
than £53,000 a year to cover rent and addi¬ 
tional living costs. 

The study also revealed that the cost of 
renting in Hammersmith and Fulham was al¬ 
most twice as expensive as desirable South 
London boroughs, such as Lewisham and 
Greenwich - and nearly three times dearer 
than Bexley, the capital’s cheapest area for 
renters. 

According to Nested’s rental affordability 
index, Hammersmith and Fulham ranks as 
the fifth-most-expensive borough in London, 
only behind Camden and the super-rich 
hotspots of Kensington and Chelsea, the City 
of Westminster and the City of London. 

The index investigated the price of renting 
per square metre in 33 London boroughs, 15 
UK cities and 72 cities around the world. 

A spokesman for the property specialist 
said the comprehensive study was under¬ 


taken in order to understand the costs asso¬ 
ciated with renting as an individual and as a 
family, and to “determine whether cities are 
becoming increasingly unaffordable”. 

According to the index, the average Lon¬ 
doner must now earn a gross salary of at least 
£3,323.07 a month to be able to afford to live 
alone in the capital. That equates to a gross 
salary of £39,876.84 a year. 

Outside London, the UK’s most expensive 
place to rent is Edinburgh, where the cost 
per square metre is £12.85, requiring one per¬ 
son to earn £20,737 a year. 

The wealthiest parts of London are even 
more expensive than some of the world’s rich¬ 
est cities, with San Francisco, New York City 
and Hong Kong all lagging behind.

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Gun-toting Queen Mum would 
nonsense from Nazi invaders

to take on 
Hitler's 
forces 

A s the BBC’s adaptation 
of Len Deighton’s 
SS-GB grips millions 
with its imagined night¬ 
mare story of London 
living under the Nazi jackboot, 
many are asking what would have 
happened to the Royal Family if 
Hitler had successfully invaded. 

One answer is that it seems that 
the Queen - the late Queen Mother 
- would have gone down fighting, 
her gun blazing. 

In the television drama, Queen 
Elizabeth, Princess Elizabeth and 
Princess Margaret are whisked 
away to the safety of Canada while 
the King is imprisoned in the Tower 
of London. 

But in reality, it could have been 
much different as the brave and 
plucky Queen not only refused to 
leave but she was prepared to battle 
it out against any German invaders 
herself. 

Hitler’s invasion plans for 
Britain included the launch of com¬ 
mando raids on Buckingham Palace 
and Windsor Castle in which crack 
troops either landed by glider or 
parachuted on to the grounds to 
seize the Royal Family and hold 
them hostage in a bid to try force 
Winston Churchill’s surrender. 

But Queen Elizabeth was having 
none of that and in a bid to protect 
herself and her daughters from the 
much-feared invaders, she armed 
herself with a revolver and took to 
target practice in the grounds of the 
palace, shooting the closest things 
that London had to Nazis at the 
time - the palace rats. 

Hitler is said to have called her 
“the most dangerous woman in Eu¬ 
rope” because he viewed Elizabeth’s 
popularity as a threat to German in¬

terests. And although he got that 
right, he had no idea of just how 
dangerous the Queen intended to be 
if the Nazis came anywhere near 
her. 

In the early part of the war, the 
cabinet had urged the Royal Family 


to leave London and send the 
princesses to Canada but Queen 
Elizabeth refused. 

In a famous declaration that the 
Royal Family would not flee its im¬ 
perilled people, she told worried 
ministers: “The children won’t go 
without me. I won’t leave the King. 
And the King will never leave.” 

Although the princesses were bil¬ 
leted at Windsor for their safety and 
security, and the King and Queen 
would go there too at weekends, in 
the week they would be back at the 
palace, visibly in the thick of it - 
with the Queen travelling around 
London in an armoured car - and so 
that she could get in some sharp¬ 
shooting practice. 

The Queen’s pluck was revealed 
by her former lady-in-waiting, the 
current Queen’s cousin the late 
Margaret Rhodes. 

She said her aunt had feared 
parachutists dropping into the 
grounds and kidnapping her and 
her children and so she took to 



using a revolver, practising on the 
numerous rats which had been 
scared out of their holes by the Ger¬ 
man bombing. 

“Queen Elizabeth did learn how 
to shoot a pistol in the gardens of 
Buckingham Palace,” Mrs Rhodes 
revealed. 

“I suppose quite rightly, she 
thought if parachutists came down 
and whisked them away some¬ 
where, she could at least take a 
parachutist or two with her.” 

Mrs Rhodes also stayed at Wind¬ 
sor Castle for a period of the war 
and she witnessed an occasion 
which indicated that if an invasion 
did come then the King had no in¬ 
tention either of being seized with¬ 
out a fight. 

“I did live quite a long time at 
Windsor and it was lovely. The King 
and Queen were being marvellous 
and really working like slaves,” she 
said. 

“Every day they’d go off to tour 
different parts of the country which 
had been bombed and they came 
back to spend the weekend with the 
girls, who were permanently at 
Windsor.” 

In moments of danger the head 
page would deliver a message to the 
family with a coded colour, letting 
the King know how close the 
bombers were. 

“I do remember one night we 
three girls were woken up and 
taken to the King and Queen’s 
rooms, where I remember the King 
opening a bedside cabinet and tak¬ 
ing out a revolver,” she said. 

“And then we all processed very 
slowly, because Queen Elizabeth re¬ 
fused to be hurried, we were down 
in subterranean corridors for what 
seemed like miles and eventually 
got to the shelter.” 

But, like much of London, Buck¬ 
ingham Palace did not escape the 
Blitz and on September 13 1940 the 
Luftwaffe very nearly succeeded in 
killing the King and Queen during 
an air raid. 

The incident was described by 


Queen Elizabeth in a letter to her 
mother-in-law Queen Mary. She 
recorded how she was “battling” to 
remove an eyelash from the King’s 
eye, when they heard the “unmis¬ 
takable whirr-whirr of a German 
plane” and then the “scream of a 
bomb”. 

She added: “It all happened so 
quickly that we had only time to 
look foolishly at each other when 
the scream hurtled past us and ex¬ 
ploded with a tremendous crash in 
the quadrangle.”. 

While her “knees trembled a little 
bit”, she was “so pleased with the be¬ 
haviour of our servants”, some of 
whom were injured as one bomb 
crashed through a glass roof and an¬ 
other pulverised the palace chapel. 

Hours later, after lunching in 
their air-raid shelter, she and the 
King were visiting West Ham. 

She wrote: “I felt as if I was walk¬ 
ing in a dead city... all the houses 
evacuated, and yet through the bro¬ 
ken windows one saw all the poor 
little possessions, photographs, 
beds, just as they were left.” 

Although the King and Queen did 
much to raise morale by standing 
their ground and refusing to flee, 
documents uncovered last year re¬ 
veal that there was a top-secret plan 
to get them away from London if the 
threat of the Nazi invasion became 
too severe. 

The documents reveal that King 
George personally co-ordinated the 
mission, codenamed Operation 
Rocking Horse, which called for the 
creation of a personal bodyguard, 
consisting of 200 trusted members of 
the elite Coldstream Guards and 
troopers from the XII Royal 
Lancers, whose sole job was to 
guard the King, Queen Elizabeth 
and their daughters. 

The Lancers were given the main 
role. Supplied with specially 
adapted Daimler, Guy and Rolls- 
Royce armoured cars, they were 
tasked with preparing to get the 
Royal Family away from Bucking¬ 
ham Palace or Windsor Castle to 
one of four remote country houses 
that had been prepared as secret 
hideaways. Their orders made it 
clear they were expected to fight 
their way through any cordon of 
German troops. 

The hidden archives were uncov¬ 
ered in Windsor Castle by historian 
Dr Andrew Stewart, of King’s Col¬ 
lege London, who has detailed them 
in his book, The King’s Private 
Army. 

Under Operation Rocking Horse, 
the Royal Family would have been 
smuggled from Buckingham Palace 
to Madresfield Court, a 12th-century 
mansion in Worcestershire - cho¬ 
sen as a bolthole as the property 
was owned by friends of former 
Coldstream officers and because the 
nearby River Severn offered an es¬ 
cape route if their cover was blown. 

Dr Stewart said: “According to 
German sources, Hitler devised a 
plan for bombers to launch a dive- 
bomb attack on Central London. 
Then paratroopers, dropped from 
low-flying aircraft, would land in 
the grounds of Buckingham Palace 
and capture any members of the 
Royal Family they could find. 

“Great emphasis was placed upon 
the German ‘Royal Unit’ taking its 
hostages alive as Hitler apparently 
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have taken no 
in real SS-GB

believed that capturing the King and his im¬ 
mediate family could force Britain’s surren¬ 
der. 

“Fears that such an operation would be 
mounted led to the King’s private army, com¬ 
manded by Lieutenant Colonel James Coats. 

“No written orders were given and, such 
was the sense of urgency surrounding the se¬ 
curity of the Royal Family, his troops were 
often on only five minutes’ notice to move. 
The destinations were only ever referred to 
by codewords contained in sealed en¬ 
velopes.” 

In the event of the Royal Family being 
smuggled to Madresfield Court, the house 
would have been defended by troops from the 
King’s private army and auxiliary units 
made up of local farmers trained to assassi¬ 
nate Germans and blow up vehicles. 


“In the worst case and with it looking like 
the secret location was jeopardised, the two 
princesses were to be taken out of the coun¬ 
try to ensure their safety,” said Dr Stewart. 

Although the idea of the then-Queen shoot¬ 
ing at Nazi invaders may seem fanciful to 
some, the Germany-born director of the 
BBC’s SS-GB, Philipp Kadelbach, says it is 
important that the Nazi story is constantly 
retold. 

“Of course, it is unsettling to see Nazi 
iconography everywhere. But it was the 
most horrific time, and it is vital that we 
keep telling this story,” he said. 

“It is always worth telling. There can’t be 
enough of these shows, even if we sometimes 
seem flooded by them. 

“It’s crucial that younger generations keep 
hearing this story. Even if people seem tired 
of it, we need to tell it over and over again. It 
must never happen again.” 

The television drama’s producer Sally 
Woodward Gentle agrees. 

“It’s a thriller set against the backdrop of 
what might have happened. But it should 
also make us ponder. It’s really chilling and 
you realise that we were incredibly lucky 
that we weren’t occupied,” she said. 

“It really chimes with today’s world. Re¬ 
cent politics have made it feel more perti¬ 
nent than ever. 

“The message in this drama is that you 
can never be complacent. It’s not enough to 
maintain the status quo. You have to stand 
up and do something.”

Library row 

I NOTE with some interest 
Nick Paget-Brown’s 
indignation about a 
suggestion apparently made 
by an opposition councillor 
some weeks ago that the 
case of North Kensington 
Library amounts to class 
warfare. 

Our esteemed council 
leader found such a 
suggestion so preposterous 
that instead of answering 
the actual arguments that 
campaigners had raised, he 
instead used the space that 
this paper gives to him to 
list the ways in which class 
warfare is not, in his view, 
being waged in the borough. 

As a strategy, it’s classic 
Paget-Brown - go into 
semantics and construct an 
argument based on what 
words might mean rather 
than deal with the actual 
issue. 

For a few months, for 
example, his public 
commentary on our 
campaign was based on a 
faulty assumption he made 
when he heard the word 
“library”. 

He insisted that what the 
campaign meant when we 
said “Save North 
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Kensington Library 
building for public use” was 
that we thought library 
services were being shut in 
the borough. See his 
blogging on the matter, 
where patient members of 
the community take him 
through the whole sentence 
and what the word 
“building” might mean in 
that formulation: 
https: //rbkcleader sblog. 
wordpress.com/2016/05/20/ 
claims-of-asset-stripping- 
are-junk. So far, so little 
actual comprehension of the 
issue. 

His latest wheeze, to get 
all hot under the collar 
about whether this is class 
war or not, is all the more 
irritating because he was 
the originator of the idea 
that the whole issue is class 
warfare and not anyone 
associated with the 
campaign, or its supporters. 

So not only does he fail in 
his column to address any 
of the campaign’s 
arguments or demands, he 
is also refuting an argument 
that was originally his: 
during the full council 
“debate” of our petition 
(which did not directly 
address any of the four 
demands on the petition), 
Cllr Paget-Brown accused 
the campaign of “crude class 
warfare”. 

Can I suggest that Cllr 
Paget-Brown finds the 
suggestion that the 
council’s actions amount to 
class warfare so offensive, 
he should not be invoking 
class warfare in relation to 
the situation in the first 
place.

because he’ll be too busy 
arguing that what I meant 
by substance was that I’ll be 
taking a stand in a subway, 
or similar?

Terror attacks 


WHEN I heard the news 
that British holidaymakers 
had been killed in a 
suspected terrorist attack in 
Sousse, on June 26 2015,1 - 
like so many of us - was 
shocked. 

The attack in which the 
overwhelming majority of 
victims - 30 out of 38 people 
killed and 17 out of 34 
injured - were British was 
an attack on our nation. 
They were parents, 
grandparents, children, 
siblings and partners, just 
like us. 

It required a major 
British operation to ensure 
that the victims, survivors 
and their families received 
the support they needed and 
that the most 
comprehensive evidence 
possible was gathered, to 
help understand exactly 
what had happened. The 
British police, with our 
unique experience and 
expertise, had a central role 
to play in this. 

My command worked 
with police forces and 
partners around the UK to 
launch a huge policing 
response. 

Following the attack, 
officers flew out to Sousse, 
where they quickly 
developed a working 
relationship with the 
Tunisian authorities, so 
that they could keep 
families in the UK informed 
about the Tunisian 
authorities’ investigation. 

Back in the UK, a team of 
more than 100 specialist 
family liaison officers from 
16 UK police forces were 
assigned to support more 
than 300 family members 
affected by the tragedy. 

They provided them with 
guidance on what was 
happening in Tunisia and 
ensured that relatives 
were given access to 
agencies including 
the NHS, Victim 
Support, the Red 
Cross, the Criminal 
Injuries 
Compensation 
Authority and the 
Coroners’ Witness 
Service. 

They also 
provided support 
to the survivors 
in the lead- 
up 
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to the inquest, at which 
some were to bravely 
provide personal accounts 
of what happened to them 
and their loved ones. 

Meanwhile, a team of my 
officers travelled to airports 
across the UK where they 
spoke to more than 2,000 
people returning from 
Tunisia - all were potential 
witnesses to the attack 
whose statements could 
crucially assist in 
understanding what had 
happened. 

Met Police officers in 
Sousse used specialist 
technology to create a 
detailed digital 
reconstruction of the area, 
the movements of the 
attacker and those who died 
and were injured. 

This was a task that 
involved a week of 
capturing images in Sousse 
and months of development 
afterwards, and enabled us 
to present to the coroner 
and the families a detailed 
and accurate depiction of 
the scene at the inquests, so 
that we could all better 
understand what happened 
that day. 

Our duty to the victims 
and their families continued 
when the inquests opened at 
the Royal Courts of Justice 
in London. 

It wasn’t going to be 
possible for all the families 
of those who died to attend 
the hearings, and we helped 
the coroner’s office to set up 
and manage a number of 
satellite courts across the 
UK at which families could 
watch live footage of the 
inquests. 

The impact of the 
terrorist attack in Sousse 
was felt by the whole nation 
but none more so than the 
survivors and the families 
and friends of those who 
died. 

As a police officer, I have 
been determined to ensure 
that we do the best we 
can for them. 

As a father 
and a husband, 

I have been 
humbled by 
their sheer 
courage and 
dignity in the 
face of such

THE government is 
proposing changes to 
Personal Independence 
Payment, which is gradually 
replacing Disability Living 
Allowance. PIP is awarded 
to cover the extra costs that 
disabled people face. 

In December, courts ruled 
that people who find it 
difficult to leave the house 
because of anxiety, panic 
attacks, and other mental 
health problems should be 
able to receive the higher 
rate of PIP. 

On Thursday (February 
23), the government brought 
forward legislation that 
would stop the court’s 
judgement from coming into 
effect. These changes would 
mean that thousands of 
people who experience 
psychological distress when 
planning or following 
journeys are only eligible 
for a lower rate of PIP. 

People who find it difficult 
to leave the house because of 
anxiety, panic attacks and 
other mental health 
problems are as restricted in 
their independence as many 
people with physical 
mobility problems, and face 
just as many higher costs in 
their daily lives as other 
disabled people do. 

The government’s 
changes to Personal 
Independence Payment (PIP) 
would affect over 160,000 
people with mental health 
problems - both in and out of 
work - who have extra costs 
related to their disability. 

These proposed changes 
could prevent people 
accessing the financial 
support they need to get to 
health or job appointments, 
get out to pay for fuel and 
heating, take their children 
to school or see friends and 
family - things essential to 
their daily lives and 
recovery, things essential to 
preventing isolation. 

The government says that 
it is committed to treating 
mental health as seriously 
as physical health, but these 
proposals call this 
commitment into question. 
These misguided proposals 
must be reversed. 

Mind is fighting hard to 
try to make sure the benefits 
system works for people 
with mental health 
problems. This includes 
highlighting the negative 
impact of sanctions, trying 
to get this damaging change 
to PIP reversed, and 
campaigning against the 
proposed £30 a week cut to 
the work related activity 
group (WRAG) of the out-of- 
work disability benefit 
Employment and Support 
Allowance (ESA). 

Our legal team is also 
looking into a possible legal 
challenge if this legislation 
comes into force.

Fire safety 

THE Government has 
published its response to my 
petition calling for a recall 
of the several million tumble 
dryers manufactured by 
Whirlpool companies, 
including Hotpoint and 


Indesit, which are liable to 
catch fire. 

It is wholly inadequate 
and makes it more urgent 
that the petition gains 
another 40,000 signatures to 
take it to the 100,000 that 
ensures a full parliamentary 
debate. 

In August last year, a fire 
ripped through a flat in 
Shepherd’s Bush. Following 
an investigation by the 
London Fire Brigade, it was 
confirmed that the fire was 
caused by a faulty Whirlpool 
tumble dryer. 

Since then I have been 
campaigning for the 
government to force 
Whirlpool to recall all faulty 
tumble dryers. 

As part of this campaign I 
was in correspondence with 
the Minister for Consumer 
Protection, Margot James 
MP, and I launched the 
petition to force the 
government to debate the 
issue. 

I wrote my most recent 
letter to Margot James in 
December, asking her to 
implement a full 
product recall. I 
received her 
response yesterday 
(February 27) over 
two months after I 
wrote. 

The government 
responded in 
similar terms to 
the 


petition, detailing the action 
taken by both them and 
Whirlpool to deal with this 
issue. 

From their response, you 
would think the government 
has been actively pushing 
Whirlpool on this issue, 
resulting in the company’s 
recent change in their 
advice to owners of faulty 
appliances. 

This finally changed from 
saying the machines could 
be used under supervision 
to an admission that they 
should be put out of use 
entirely, as recommended by 
the London Fire Brigade. 

However, what they fail to 
mention is that Whirlpool 
only changed their advice 
after the consumer group 
Which? began a judicial 
review of Peterborough 
Trading Standards, who 
then issued a warning 
notice. 

The government also 
states that a working group 
that has been set up to 
investigate the issue. 

However, this working 
group is a continuation 
of the previously 
established steering 
group, which took no 
action for over a year 
because it received no

government support. 

While the new group is 
better organised, it has 
failed to publish the interim 
report it promised would be 
available in December. 

In any event, the working 
group already knows what 
needs to be done, as this was 
set out in the independent 
report by Lynn Faulds Wood 
published in February 2016. 

Once again, the 
government has not told the 
full story on this issue and 
has failed to take serious 
action against Whirlpool. 

What action has been 
taken has been the result of 
campaigning by consumer 
groups and individuals like 
Lynn Faulds Wood. 

This issue needs to be 
debated in Parliament, and 
it is more vital than ever 
that people sign my petition 
to force the government to 
have a proper, public debate 
so that real action can be 
taken.

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NOW it’s Moby Tom, Dick and 
Harry as the Natural History 
Museum is preparing to fill its 
Hintze Hall with more than 
100 whales. 

The specimens from the 
museum’s research collection 
will be brought out from be¬ 
hind the scenes for the first 
time to show the huge diver¬ 
sity of whales, dolphins and 
porpoises at a new exhibition 
opening this summer. 

The huge pod will go on 
show around the massive 
skeleton of a blue whale 
which will be taking centre 
stage high in the hall from 
July 14. 

“Diving through the heart 
of the hall, a blue whale skele¬ 
ton will become the central 
display, taking on the role 
held by our much-loved Dippy 
the Diplodocus cast for the 
last 35 years,” said a 
spokesman. 

“Visitors will be able to get 
up close to the variety of dif¬ 
ferent species, from the vast 
sperm whale, the largest 
toothed predator on Earth 
that’s similar in length to a 
double decker bus, through to 
the compact 1.5m-long har¬ 
bour porpoise, one of the 
smallest cetaceans. 

“You can explore their re¬ 
markable adaptations to 
ocean living yet how they are 
surprisingly much more like 
us than you might expect. 

“Like humans, whales are 
sociable mammals that com¬ 
municate across vast dis¬ 
tances and adopt popular be¬ 
havioural trends. Visitors will 
hear the sounds and songs 
many species use to attract po¬ 
tential mates and explore how 
their complex brains enable 
them to experience a range of 
emotions.” 

Richard Sabin, whale ex¬ 
pert at the museum, said: 
“Whales are incredibly mys¬ 
terious and complex crea¬ 
tures, as well as being the gi¬ 
ants of the seas. This 
exhibition brings you face to 


face with some of the world’s 
most impressive whale speci¬ 
mens, and shows how we are 
starting to understand and an¬ 
swer the biggest challenges 
facing whales today. 

“New techniques and scien¬ 
tific developments are giving 
us the tools to use specimens, 
including the ones you will 
see, to monitor human impact, 
pollution and climate change. 
This collection is an active re¬ 
source for protecting whales 
now and in the future.” 

Highlights of the exhibition 
will include: 

• Skulls that reveal how 
whales sense and their eating 
habits, including killer whales 
and a pygmy right whale 
skull; 

• Organs showing how 
whales breathe and digest 
food, including a sperm 
whale’s stomach and a fin 
whale aorta; 

• Flippers from a blue whale 
and humpback whale showing 
their differences in size and 
swimming style; 

• An immersive experience 
where you can see how some 
whales, dolphins and por¬ 
poises sense their prey using 
sound. 

Sir Michael Dixon, director 
of the Natural History Mu¬ 
seum, said: “The specimens 
on show are part of the 
world’s greatest resource for 
understanding the ecology 
and behaviour of whales. 

“Scientists are researching 
our cetacean collection to un¬ 
cover the mysteries of these 
enigmatic creatures and mon¬ 
itor and predict changes in 
their habitats. Oceans are 
Earth’s largest natural re¬ 
source but are under huge 
pressure from human activi¬ 
ties such as over-fishing and 
pollution. We must protect our 
oceans for the benefit of future 
generations.” 

The Whales exhibition will 
kick off an extended season of 
events exploring the power of 
nature and our responsibility 
to protect our oceans. It will 
be at the museum until late 
2018.

Whether you have a large coun¬ 
try garden, small town garden or 
compact terrace, you will want 
to make the most of your out¬ 
door space this summer.

• Planning permission 

The position of your decking 
can depend on planning permis¬ 
sion limitations. If you don’t want 
to go through the hassle of 
securing planning permission for 
your decking, then make sure it is 
no closer than 20 metres to a 
main road and no more than 
three metres in height. If your 
decking is raised above this 
height, planning permission 
should be sought and an outdoor 
balustrade should be utilised as 
an essential safety barrier.

• Location, location 

Before designing your decking 
you should consider where the 
sun will be at different times of 
the day. Also, will your new deck 
be protected from prevailing 
winds, by fences, walls or build¬ 
ings? Finally, will the decking 
interfere with any household 
services; in particular will it affect 
access to drains or vents? If so, 
access to these may need to be 
built in to the design. 

• Size matters 

As with any home extension, 
you should try to make the 
improvements look as though 
they were part of the original 
house.

As the competition for schools reaches 
staggering proportions, the number of pri¬ 
vate tutoring agencies has exploded.

As an exploration of femininity in 
creativity, the collaborative project 
opened up an important conversation 
around whether the lack of feminine 
presence in the studio environment 
would ultimately make any difference 
at all to the creative outcome. Guests 
included HAIM, Karen Elson, Vanessa 
Parr, Dolly Parton, Shura and Emmy- 
lou Harris. 

Semper Femina, Marling’s sixth stu¬ 
dio album in little over nine years, is 
a record that similarly addresses 
questions of how society views sexual¬ 
ity and gender but without seeking to 
provide definitive answers. 

It retains an openness to express 
and portray her own voyage of self- 
discovery but also to develop and 
learn as an artist, performer and an 
individual over the course of her ca¬ 
reer.

Classic indie album goes live 


OLLOWING the lament by the re¬ 
tiring chief of the Royal Opera 
House that the British are preju¬ 
diced against the classical arts, 
this should get them cramming 
into the stalls.

Massive masterplan set to 
change face of Westminster

A MASSIVE reform masterplan 
to change the face of Westminster 
has been announced by the coun¬ 
cil’s new leader Nickie Aiken, 
who says she wants to end 
“thinking like a bureaucrat”. 

The “Aiken Plan” will include 
2,000 more affordable homes, ac¬ 
tion on drunks and crime at West 
End pubs, a spruced-up Oxford 
Street, a new council-tax system 
that will see the end to small 
homes’ owners paying the same 
as next-door millionaires, and a 
crackdown on those aiming to 
make a pile from short-term rents 
on homes. 

Cllr Aiken says the ambitious 
plan “will ensure Westminster is 
confident, ready and prepared for 
a post-Brexit world”. 

Unveiling her programme at 
the launch of the third year of 
the council’s City For All vision, 
Cllr Aiken said the challenge 
ahead is for the council “to get 
things done quicker, to think big¬ 
ger, be more innovative and to 
work in different ways”. 

This will be required in order 
to meet the challenges of being 
at the heart of the capital and the 
social and economic issues that 
brings, she said. 

Cllr Aiken has committed the 
council to three priorities: 

• Setting the standard for civic 
leadership and responsibility 
that is more open, transparent 
and inclusive; 

• Spreading opportunity and 
fairness across the City, provid¬ 
ing more much-needed homes of 
every type and making sure poli¬ 
cies are fit for purpose in order 
to deliver responsible growth; 

• Ensuring Westminster is a 
world-class city by working with 
businesses to secure opportuni¬ 
ties for future generations and to 
act responsibly. 

Five new and detailed delivery 
programmes will allow residents 
to track progress against these 
priorities and include the follow¬ 
ing key projects: 

• Deliver more houses, including 
building nearly 2,000 more afford¬ 
able homes in the next five years 
and flipping the current 60:40 so¬ 
cial to intermediate housing ra¬ 
tio; 

• Work with residents, busi¬ 
nesses and partners to bring for¬ 
ward plans to make Oxford Street 
a “world-class destination”; 

• Review of the council’s plan¬ 
ning policies to ensure they are 
fit for purpose and delivering the 
right conditions for growth, 
while ensuring the benefits of 
prosperity are spread evenly; 

• Continue to tackle air pollution 
with a range of initiatives, in¬ 
cluding a new #DontBeIdle cam¬ 
paign to encourage people to stop 
engine idling; 

• Pilot a new licensing charter 
in pubs and clubs Leicester 
Square and Piccadilly to help the 
drinks industry take more re¬ 
sponsibility and operate to 
higher standards; 

• Launch a new rough-sleeping 
strategy to prevent rough sleep¬ 


ing and support people to rebuild 
their life; 

• Launch a gig and shared 
economies charter with new 
rules for residents offering short¬ 
term rents at their homes. 

A council spokesman ex¬ 
plained: “The Westminster Li¬ 
censing Charter is all about 
working with businesses that 
have a licence to serve alcohol to 
encourage them to do more to 
support vulnerable individuals 
in and around their premises and 
provide an opportunity to im¬ 
prove the working relationship 
between council, police and in¬ 
dustry as a whole to tackle crime 
and promote responsible growth. 

“We believe that partnership 
working is good practice and we 
have been clear that the initiative 
must be industry-led and volun¬ 
tary for those who want to take 
part. 

“We are working with the 
Heart of London Business Al¬ 
liance to introduce a Best Bar 
None scheme to support premises 
to deliver exceptional practice 
and drive up standards across the 
board. 

“BBN involves premises un¬ 
dertaking a voluntary assess¬ 
ment of how they operate with 
the best being recognised and re¬ 
warded for their achievements 
and others offered help to im¬ 
prove how they operate including 
designing out opportunities for 
crime, recruiting specialist sup¬ 
port staff or simply putting in 
place more robust practices and 
policies. 

“We have been successful in a 
bid to become part of the Home 
Office Local Alcohol Action Area 
programme, which shows a level 
of national interest in our idea 
and recognises Westminster as a 
leader in good practice. 

“With regard to gig and shar¬ 
ing, this refers to companies who 
operate to help residents rent out 
their homes for short periods. 

“We have no problem with re¬ 
sponsible operators but it is the 
negative impacts that sometimes 
can occur which is where we do 
have an issue. 

“We want to help this impor¬ 
tant sector to take responsibility 
for the way it operates and the 
sometimes-negative impact it can 


have. For example, this will mean 
if the 90-day limit on short-term 
lets cannot be managed by the in¬ 
dustry, then the council will take 
action.” 

Cllr Aiken said: “The pace of 
technological change means our 
social and working habits are 
evolving faster than ever before. 
Innovation can be good but we 
need to ensure there are no un¬ 
intended consequences so that 
change benefits our economy and 
our residents. 

“We will launch a gig and 
shared economies charter to help 
this growing and important sec¬ 
tor, such as short-term lets and 
some food delivery companies, to 
take responsibility for the way 
they operate and the sometimes- 
negative impact it can have on 
our city. 

“I have asked Cllr Glanz to lead 
this important area of work. Let 
me be very clear - Westminster 
City Council has absolutely no 
desire to prevent householders 
legitimately short-letting their 
homes when on holiday. 

“But when short-term letting 
becomes a commercial operation, 
we have a problem. 

“We have seen at first hand the 
genuine and serious fallout for 
our residents from irresponsible 
short lets, more noise, more fly- 
tipping and more antisocial be¬ 
haviour. 

“So we will work with the in¬ 
dustry to find a voluntary 
method of enforcement. But my 
message to them is clear - if you 
cannot enforce the 90-day limit 
then we will not rest until we 
have the means to do so. Ninety 
days means 90 days.” 

The council spokesman said: 
“In order to ensure that Westmin¬ 
ster has the necessary resources, 
Cllr Aiken has pledged to work 
closely with the government in 
order that the council will retain 
sufficient revenues from busi¬ 
ness rates. 

“She will also lead engagement 
with the government to look to 
recast the council-tax system, to 
request the flexibility to establish 
extra council-tax bands where 
those who can afford it will be 
asked to pay just a little bit more. 
For example, currently, someone 
in a £10 million property pays the 


same council tax as someone in 
a £300,000 property. 

Cllr Aiken said: “As we seek to 
deliver our priorities, we also 
need to be a smarter council with 
a constructive approach - a coun¬ 
cil that thinks like a resident or 
a business and not a bureaucrat 
and one that has ‘one front door’ 
where all our services come to¬ 
gether seamlessly for our cus¬ 
tomers. 

“I look forward to working 
with councillor colleagues, our 
staff and partners to deliver the 
City for All programme for the 
year ahead. We want to create a 
city where prosperity is har¬ 
nessed to support strong neigh¬ 
bourhoods and where everyone 
plays their part and has a stake 
in the community.” 

Further actions announced as 
part of the “Aiken Plan” include: 

• Lead a city-wide engagement 
campaign called My Westminster 
that will make sure everyone has 
a say in the decisions the council 
makes; 

• Launching two new forums 
this year, a Young Westminster 
Open Forum and a Business 
Open Forum where the council 
will listen to businesses and their 
employees; 

• Launching an action plan in re¬ 
sponse to the cross-party Com¬ 
munity Cohesion Commission 
that has identified how to make 
the community more united; 

• Holding a new My Westminster 
Day that will be a day where peo¬ 
ple from different backgrounds 
come together and celebrate di¬ 
versity and community; 

• Open the Sir Simon Milton 
Westminster technical college in 
a partnership with Network Rail, 
Land Securities and BT to train 
the engineers of the future; 

• To review and refresh council 
policies to move towards a tariff- 
based system for affordable hous¬ 
ing, lobbying where appropriate 
for legislative change to enable 
the council to move away from 
negotiation on viability and focus 
on deliverability; 

• Introduce a new standard for 
service delivery - the City for All 
Standard where all services will 
be checked to make sure they are 
being delivered from the view¬ 
point of the customer. 


Corporation 
honoured for 
excellence 
in planning 

THE City of London Corporation has won the 
Mayor's Award for Planning Excellence at the 
London Planning Awards, hailing the City Cor¬ 
poration as overall winner of the prestigious 
event for the planning and development sec¬ 
tor. 

The City Corporation also received the 
Mayor's Award as recognition for its win in the 
Best Conceptual Project category for the wind 
modelling of the Eastern Cluster. 

"To minimise the wind impacts around a 
number of tall developments, engineers car¬ 
ried out assessments for the cluster of towers 
and wider City using a wind tunnel and com¬ 
puter fluid dynamics software," said a 
spokesman. 

"The study concluded that there were more 
tranquil areas at the centre and to the east of 
the cluster while wind speeds increased 
around the cluster. Localised impacts were 
identified and assessed, ensuring a more ro¬ 
bust and resilient understanding of wind pat¬ 
terns within and around the cluster. 

"The wind modelling demonstrates how 3D 
technology can transform the understanding 
of London's urban environment and deliver 
better outcomes for planning, designing and 
building in the City." 

Annie Hampson, chief planning officer at 
the City of London Corporation, said: "These 
awards recognise the outstanding work of our 
talented planning team, consultants and de¬ 
velopers in improving the future City. 

"With such strong entries across all fields, 
we are particularly proud to have received the 
Mayor's Prize for Planning Excellence across 
all categories. 

"Our groundbreaking modelling ensures 
that the effect of tall buildings on the wider 
public realm is correctly analysed on an area¬ 
wide basis, recognising the growing relevance 
of pedestrian comfort and cyclists' safety in a 
densely populated City. 

"Our modelling will inform new guidance 
and criteria for development schemes so these 
issues are considered at an early stage of the 
design process, resulting in better outcomes 
for London. 

"This work aligns with advancing our air- 
pollution reduction ambitions, to create a sus¬ 
tainable City for workers, visitors and resi¬ 
dents."

The funding boost will enable it to expand 
the service into Hammersmith and Fulham 
and provide a dedicated permanent service 
in Kensington and Chelsea for the first time. 

The trust is London's biggest independent 
grant-giver and the charitable arm of the City 
of London Corporation. It awards £20 million 
every year to tackle disadvantage across the 
capital.

A Doctor Writes 

As London plunges into the biggest 
mental-health crisis that the city has ever 
known, top Kensington psychologist 
Dr ShamenderTalwar - who practises 
across West London - is launching in this 
newspaper a new easy-access direct 
consultancy aimed at helping the tens of 
thousands suffering from the illness. 

Today we present his first column 


T HE human spirit is far more 
powerful than any drug in the 
world, and that is what needs 
to be nourished with work, 
play, family and friendship - 
the simplest of things. 

As a psychologist, I believe this prin¬ 
ciple is central to mental-health recovery, 
for all age groups and people from all 
walks of life. 

Psychology experts are unfortunately 
labelled as followers of either Jung or 
Freud. I believe this is not the only 
choice. I say this because I am neither. 

These two fine gentlemen have re¬ 
ceived much praise and acclaim as they 
were great psychologists in their own 
time. But their theories are historical. 
What was taught so many decades ago is 
not the everyday reality we find our¬ 
selves in now. 

The past is past, and we as humans 
evolve every second. Our mind trans¬ 
forms every moment. Our thought pro¬ 
cess has never seen such reach. 

And yet what is so frustrating is that 
when those who need support and help 
turn to the experts, they are met with 
old textbooks and questionnaires. 


We need to understand that another 
way is possible. We have a role to play 
in this fight too. People are unaware of 
the psychologist within them. 

I am a psychologist. And you too are a 
psychologist. The only difference be¬ 
tween you and me is that while I am 
aware of it, you are completely unaware. 
But I shall teach you to find your psy¬ 
chologist within. 

Mental illness can be confusing. It 
leaves those who suffer and those around 
them disempowered. But misconceptions 
need to be debunked in order to tackle 
these problems directly. 

We may not always know the causes 
of a mental illness. It can be multi-causal, 
or a result of a traumatic incident. But 
to leave those who suffer from these is¬ 
sues to fend for themselves is already 
contributing to their demise. 

A friend of mine lost a good friend to 
depression. He came to me confused and 
bewildered. “It doesn’t feel real. I knew 
he was going through tough times but I 
didn’t think he would do this.” He said 
someone told him his friend’s actions 
were selfish. 

I responded: “Selfish? Is it selfish for 
someone to die of a heart attack because 
of overeating?” 

To understand mental health, we need 
to step away from a medicalised model 
where it is treated by drugs and a check¬ 
list. Cardiologists have MRI/CT scans to 
understand illness. Bone doctors have X- 
rays. 

But what does the psychologist have 
to understand the mind? Brain scans give 
insights into chemicals. But what about 
anxieties, thoughts and dreams? 

Overcomplicated diagnoses, imper¬ 


sonal psychiatric sessions, and a dis¬ 
tanced, scientific approach have led to 
more harm than good. More and more 
are dying. 

But it doesn’t have to be that way. We 
can help each other with mental illness, 
we do it with other matters all of the 
time. Haven’t you given advice to any¬ 
body in your life? Haven’t you ever sup¬ 
ported loved ones in need? 

What it takes is listening and having 
a chat. That’s not hard. It takes friend¬ 
ship. That’s not hard. 

What if I told you that even maintain¬ 
ing eye contact or holding a conversation 
with someone is a form of psychology? 
That’s not hard. 

Facing up to mental health and engag¬ 
ing with those who need our help is the 
work of a psychologist. I do this not by 
reading a book, but by connecting with 
you. 

I will show you the psychologist in 
you. Together we will find ways to ease 
and beat mental illness. It can be done 
and you can do it. 

Connection is the key to open the front 
door of your mind.

T-levels could hold 
key to an improved 
future workforce 



I T’S been said that T- 
levels could be the 
greatest post-school 
educational evolution 
for 70 years, and I 
have to agree - if they get 
the right financial backing 
and support. 

I’ve made no attempt to 
keep my views on Brexit a 
secret - and I still think 
that as a country, we made 
the wrong decision. 

However, and rather 
ironically I should add, 
Brexit could turn out to be 
just what our government 
needs to give them a kick 
up the you-know-what and 
make politicians spring 
into action. 

We need a complete over¬ 
haul of our methods of tech¬ 
nical training for young 
people - something that 
I’ve said for years - and the 
Chancellor himself has now 
admitted that we’re lagging 
behind. 

During the Spring Bud¬ 
get, he mentioned how 
we’re nearing the bottom of 
the international league 
table for technical educa¬ 
tion, 16th out of 20 to be pre¬ 
cise, and it’s a huge 
concern. 

Countries like the US, 
Germany and so many oth¬ 
ers have been showing us 
the right way to do it for 
years and we’ve been stuck 
in our old ways. 

Especially now that 
we’re nearing a post-Brexit 
world, we need to follow in 
their footsteps and provide 
students with a route that 
is structured and clear - 
both for employers and the 
young people embarking on 
these qualifications. 

T-levels have already 
seen some commitment. 
The plans, which are 
promised to involve a com¬ 
plete overhaul of our cur¬ 
rent methods of training, 
will have an initial 
£500 million backing, and 
the same amount per year 
once they’re up and run¬ 
ning, which will go towards 
paying for the new system. 

Most importantly, T-lev- 
els will improve the skills 
of those heading into a tech¬ 
nical career - but they 
could also be just what we 
need to reduce our NEET 


statistics. They’ll allow 16- 
to 19-year-olds to study in 15 
defined sectors, rather than 
stumbling their way 
around the 13,000 non-aca¬ 
demic subjects currently in 
place. 

And these aren’t your 
typical technical subjects 
either. They’ll range from 
hair and beauty, to social 
care and construction, and 
even finance and accoun¬ 
tancy, not forgetting plumb¬ 
ing and building. 

There’ll also be mainte¬ 
nance loans available, like 
the one university students 
receive, should the young 
person want them, which I 
think is another way of sig¬ 
nalling that vocational edu¬ 
cation is every bit the equal 
of one gained at a univer¬ 
sity. 

For anyone looking for 
an easy ride, this isn’t it. 
The number of hours that 
students train under the 
new system will total 900 
per year, an increase of 
around 50 per cent. Each 
learner will also complete a 
three-month work place¬ 
ment as part of their course 
but spend a longer amount 
of time learning. Having a 
taste of a real working envi¬ 
ronment can only be a good 
thing. 

Although the Chancel¬ 
lor’s Budget wasn’t so 
favourable for everyone in¬ 
volved, particularly for the 
self-employed, there seem¬ 
ed to be a particular focus 
on education. 

In addition to 110 new 
free schools and funding for 
poorer families with gifted 
children, he outlined plans 
to upskill the country’s 
workforce by spending £40 
million on people wishing 
to retrain in their working 
life and increasing the 
number of people returning 
to work following substan¬ 
tial career breaks. 

We’ve been promised the 
world in the past, plans that 
have proved nothing more 
than words said to keep us 
sweet. I just hope that T-lev- 
els in particular, which are 
supposed to come to 
fruition in 2019, make a 
start on preparing and im¬ 
proving our future work¬ 
force.

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Underwhelming VR 
world fails to captivate

Ugly Lies The Bone 

National Theatre

METHODS of managing 
chronic pain have been 
back in the news again re¬ 
cently, with the issue of suf¬ 
ferers becoming addicted to 
the widely used morphine 
therapy an ever-present 
problem, writes Nicky 
Sweetland. 

One alternative, which 
has been extensively re¬ 
searched, is the use of vir¬ 
tual reality to alleviate 
symptoms. 

And in trials, at least 60 
per cent of patients experi¬ 
enced around a 30 per cent 
reduction in pain compared 
to just a 25 per cent reduc¬ 
tion from the use of mor¬ 
phine. 

The story of an ex-ser¬ 
viceman who underwent a 
course of VR treatment be¬ 
came the inspiration for 
Lindsey Ferrentino’s darkly 
comedic play Ugly Lies The 
Bone, which received its UK 
premiere at the National 
Theatre recently. 

And although the subject 
is no laughing matter, the 
production gives a light¬ 
hearted and yet important 
insight into the traumatic 
lives of ex-service person¬ 
nel. 


We meet Jess (Kate Fleet- 
wood), who has suffered se¬ 
vere burns after being hit 
by an IED in Afghanistan. 

In constant, incapacitat¬ 
ing pain, she has returned 
to Cape Canaveral, her 
hometown, and is strug¬ 
gling to come to terms with 
a mundane life filled with 
civilians, including her 
broccoli-obsessed sister 
(Olivia Darnley) and vision¬ 
less ex-boyfriend (Ralf Lit¬ 
tle). 

Her only escape comes 
from sessions with an al¬ 
most ethereal VR therapist, 
in which she is able to dis¬ 
regard her injuries and run 
through snow-drenched 
forests in an alternative 
world built to help assuage 
her physical frustrations. 

We are invited into Jess’ 
virtual world, with snowy 
video projections and icy 
lighting. 

But although Es Devlin’s 
curved set at first seems in¬ 
genious, it sadly lacks the 
magical quality needed to 
memorise. 

The action flits between 
the VR world and the dilap¬ 
idated Florida town with a 
story that lacks any real 
purpose. 

And with the under¬ 
whelming virtual world 
failing to captivate, we are 
left reliant on the charac¬ 


ters, who are unfortunately 
slightly underdeveloped. 

Fleetwood does a sterling 
job of sensitively portray¬ 
ing the material, however, 
and her impressive physi¬ 
cal display will leave you 
wincing with every pain- 
filled movement. 

She’s well supported by 
Ralf Little, who is excellent 
as her adorably irresponsi¬ 
ble ex, whose lost his job 
with NASA and finds him¬ 
self embracing a humdrum 
life as a gas-station atten¬ 
dant. 

Olivia Darnley perfectly 
embodies a posttraumatic 
make-do-and-mend attitude 
as Kacie. 

And Kris Marshall is 
scarily reminiscent of 
Scooby Doo’s best friend 
Shaggy - a work-shy beach 
bum with a heart of gold. 

It should be the VR 
scenes which captivate the 
imagination and showcase 
a mystical world in which 
to escape - but it’s actually 
the touching interpretation 
of sisterly kinship and the 
sadness of lost opportuni¬ 
ties that are the real win¬ 
ners in this production.

THE work of Tom 
Stoppard is enjoy¬ 
ing a renaissance 
on the London 
stage this season, 
with his beloved 
Rosencrantz And 
Guildenstern Are 
Dead about to open 
at the Old Vic and 
his 1970s memory 
play, Travesties, 
bringing some 
much-needed mirth 
and merriment to 
the West End, 
writes Nicky Sweet- 
land. 

Travesties was in¬ 
spired by a real-life 
performance of The 
Importance Of 
Being Earnest that 
James Joyce helped 
to stage in Zurich 
in 1918. And 
Patrick Marber’s 
production enjoyed 
a sold-out run at 
the Menier Choco¬ 
late Factory prior 
to its transfer to 
the Apollo Theatre 
on Shaftesbury Av¬ 
enue. 

Stoppard’s first 
diatribe might 
leave audiences du¬ 
bious of their abil¬ 
ity to endure a 
story told in such 
convoluted lan¬ 
guage. 

But Tom Hallan- 
der’s spritely por¬ 
trayal of an elderly 
Henry Carr, who 
reminisces about 
his time in Zurich 
during the First 
World War, has 
such a childlike 
charm that we are 
cajoled along until 
the action really be¬ 
gins. 


If you’re unsure 
of your European 
political history, it 
might be prudent to 
swat up before you 
visit, as through a 
series of muddled 
recollections we 
are introduced to 
some of the most 
influential figures 
of the time. 

Henry recounts 
his interactions 
with fellow resi¬ 
dents of Zurich, 
which included 
James Joyce when 
he was writing 
Ulysses, Tristan 
Tzara during the 
rise of Dada and 
Lenin leading up to 
the Russian Revo¬ 
lution. 

Stoppard’s word¬ 
play is a showcase 
of the English lan¬ 
guage and cele¬ 
brates it at every 
turn, with glitter¬ 
ing exchanges in¬ 
terspersed with 
confused memories, 
in which the char¬ 
acters begin to 
merge into the real¬ 
ity. 

Freddie Fox is 
masterful as Tzara, 
the romantic 
Dadaist, while 
Clare Foster and 
Amy Morgan 
display some excel¬ 
lent emotive inter¬ 
play. 

Marber’s produc¬ 
tion is intellectu¬ 
ally challenging 
but nevertheless 
highly entertaining 
and, quite rightly, 
puts comedy at its 
core.

THERE’S a new witch soaring 
high above the Apollo Victoria, as 
Willermijn Verkaik joins the cast 
of Wicked for their ongoing 10th 
anniversary celebrations, writes 
Nicky Sweetland. 

Verkaik plays Elphaba, the 
green witch in the multi-award- 
winning stage spectacular, which 
charts the life and times of the 
Wicked Witch of the West and has 
become one of the biggest 
musicals in the world, with an 
estimated 50 million people mak¬ 
ing the journey into the Land of 
Oz. 


It’s not the first time the ac¬ 
claimed Dutch actress has taken 
on the coveted leading role in the 
musical, having previously per¬ 
formed in the German, Dutch and 
Broadway productions as well as 
a stint in the West End.

ROCK bottom Rotherham United 
will not relish their visit to in-form 
Queens Park Rangers on Saturday. 

Only West London neighbours 
Fulham have a better Championship 
record than QPR based on the last 
six matches. Four wins and a draw 
have hoisted Hoops nine points clear 
of the dreaded drop zone and they 
are now looking up instead of down. 

In stark contrast, Rotherham ar¬ 
rive in W12 on the back of six consec¬ 
utive defeats, 21 points from safety, 
three games without scoring and 
doomed to be playing in the third 
tier next season. Ironically, one of 
only four league wins came in their 
1-0 victory over Rangers when the 
sides last met in South Yorkshire on 
December 10. 

Millers have lost all but one of 
their 18 away matches - the excep¬ 
tion being their 2-2 draw at Ipswich 
last October. 

On Saturday, QPR followed last 
week’s 2-1 home win against Barns¬ 
ley with a highly creditable and 
richly deserved goalless draw at 
Leeds United, who are fourth in the 
table and unbeaten in their last six. 

Manager Ian Holloway was under¬ 
standably elated - not only by the re¬ 
sult, but the manner of the visitors’ 
all-round display at Elland Road. Al¬ 
though Leeds, as expected, had by 
far the majority of possession, QPR 
carved out 13 shots compared to the 
home side’s six. And Leeds didn’t 
muster even a single shot on target 
following their poor showing in a 1- 
1 draw at Fulham in midweek. So it 
wasn’t R’s fault that this one ended 
in stalemate. 

“I’m so pleased with that perfor¬ 
mance,” Holloway said. “We played 
so well and deserved at least a point. 
I’m so proud of my boys. 

“Apart from taking our chances, 
we did everything we could. I can’t 
fault the lads at all.” 

It’s Rangers’ first clean sheet 
since their win at Reading two 
months ago and only their second 
shut-out in 25 outings dating back to 
October. 

“We applied ourselves brilliantly 
against a top Leeds team. On an¬ 
other day we take all three points.” 

Holloway acknowledged the good 
work of his skipper and centre-back 
Nedum Onuoha in particular when 
he pointed out: “We limited the top 
scorer in the league (22-goal Chris 


Wood) to scraps. Let’s be perfectly 
honest, we carved out the better 
chances. Conor (Washington) had 
two decent opportunities which he’ll 
take on another day.” 

The Northern Ireland interna¬ 
tional found himself clear on goal in 
the 14th minute but Leeds’ 37-year- 
old keeper Robert Green, who left 
Loftus Road on a free transfer last 
summer after 121 games, capped his 
600th league appearance with a fine 


save with his legs. 

Washington missed a better 
chance in the second-half, when he 
did well to cut inside his marker but 
curled his shot well wide. Washing¬ 
ton, and R’s in general, need to be 
more clinical in their finishing if 
they are to rise above mid-table next 
season. 

“Our game-plan was to counter 
and take the game to them. And 
that’s what we did,” continued Ollie.

minute with a looping 25-yard strike. 

After Daryl Murphy curled in a 
consolation for the hosts, Sessegnon 
might well have bagged himself a hat- 
trick when he earned the visitors a 
stoppage time penalty.

Captain Cairney, 26, has praised Serbian 
coach Jokanovic for the transformation in 
the club's fortunes, saying: "The manager 
and the staff have got to take a lot of 
credit. He has stabilised the club and 
transformed the way we play. 

"The fans are enjoying our style of 
football and the club have given him a 
new contract, which is great to see." 

In their last two games, Fulham 
dominated 62 per cent of possession at 
Newcastle, where they had not won since 
May 2009, and 73 per cent against fourth- 
placed Leeds. 

Jokanovic has vowed his team will stay in 
the hunt for a play-off spot: "We are going 
to fight. We are not in a position to be 
thinking about being a promoted team 
but we are thinking about pushing hard to 
push ourselves into the top six. 

"If we are strong enough for the top six, 
then we will have a 25 per cent chance of 
being a Premier League team next 
season." 

Cairney added: "The play-offs are 
definitely within our grasp. I think we've 
got enough ability in the squad, and the 
right staff in place, to creep into the top 
six. 

"It could go down to the wire, as we play 
Sheffield Wednesday away in our last 
game of the season. If it does, it will be an 
amazing game to be involved in."

ANTONIO Conte is looking at a ‘name 
your own price’ deal as Roman 
Abramovich seeks to tie Chelsea’s Ital¬ 
ian head coach down to a new contract. 

Conte, 47, is on the verge of winning 
the Premier League title in his first sea¬ 
son at Stamford Bridge and the Russian 
owner wants to keep the former Juven- 
tus and Italy boss even longer than his 
current deal, which expires in July 2019. 

But in earning £6.5million a year, a 
relatively low figure in top-flight coach¬ 
ing circles, Conte is well aware that he 
can command even more should the 
powerful and extremely wealthy Paris 
St-Germain come calling. 

With Barcelona on the lookout for a 
new coach next season after Luis En¬ 
rique announced he was packing his 
bags at Camp Nou, Conte will surely be 
in the frame for that job too. 

Then there is the unrelenting call 
from his homeland. Inter Milan have 
made it quite clear they want him and 
with his family still living in Italy, it 
might well be that Conte will put their 
needs above all else. 

He has already suggested that he will 
bring his wife and daughter over to Lon¬ 
don next season but when push comes 
to shove, will they really want to come? 

If his family says ‘no’, then he will 
have to either spend another year in the 
capital without them or opt to leave. 

While personal family considerations 
are at the forefront of his decision-mak¬ 
ing, there is also the professional dy¬ 
namic that is slowly coming into play - 
the-season-after-winning-the-title syn¬ 
drome. 

Former Chelsea boss Jose Mourinho 
revealed last week that he, the club and 
players were guilty of not handling the 
defence of the 2015 Premier League 
championship very well. 

Mourinho’s 2015-16 campaign proved 
a disaster and he was sacked the follow¬ 
ing December with the club closer to the 
drop zone than the top. 

Chelsea felt that the existing squad 
was sufficient to mount a title defence 
and would not sanction major restruc¬ 
turing. Mourinho wanted rid of players 
he felt were not required and bring in 
others to take a serious tilt at the Cham¬ 
pions League. The stand-off resulted in 
one of the most depressing and chaotic 
pre-season preparations ever which 
continued into the start of the league 
season. It never recovered and Mour¬ 
inho was gone. 

Conte is well aware of this syndrome 
and is keen to address the playing squad 
for next season before committing him¬ 
self to an extended deal. 

He will find Abramovich much more 
accommodating this time round. 


Now 10 points clear of Spurs and 
Manchester City ahead of Saturday’s 
visit to Stoke City, Blues will be return¬ 
ing to the Champions League next sea¬ 
son and Conte and Abramovich want a 
squad big and strong enough to cope 
with an assault on the cup with ‘big 
ears’ and on domestic trophies. 

This shared desire will release at 
least a £200m transfer war chest for 
Conte to plunder. 

If Conte’s family do decide that Lon¬ 
don is the place to be, then it’s simply a 
case of getting the transfer side of the 
business agreed and signed off. If all 
goes well, then Conte will expect to 
agree a new deal within a month but not 
sign it until the summer. 

He is keen to keep talk of his new con¬ 
tract under wraps and avoid any off the 
field distractions until the title is won. 
■ ONE player close to agreeing a new 
deal is Nemanja Matic. 

The Serbian is out of favour at pre¬ 
sent, with Cesc Fabregas taking his cen¬ 
tral midfield berth, but Conte is aware 
that Matic’s power will be sorely needed 
in the Champions League next season 
and wants to ensure the 28-year-old is 
fully committed to the task. 

A new, improved deal from £100k a 
week to £120k might just do it. Seeing 
Fabregas move on might also be an 
added incentive to stay in SW6. 


The Spain midfielder is saying all the 
right things about the club and his posi¬ 
tion in it just now but the realisation 
that he will again be only a squad player 
next season might just persuade the 
mercurially talented player his future 
lies beyond these borders. Italy looks in¬ 
creasingly his preferred port of call. 

So who is on Conte’s shopping list? 

One surprise recruit could be Manch¬ 
ester United’s exciting wide man Jesse 
Lingard. Much depends on current 
United boss Mourinho and if he will 
deal with his former paymasters; and 
also whether Lingard wants to leave Old 
Trafford. 

Lingard’s ability to easily move from 
winger to wing-back would bring extra 
versatility to Conte’s formation options. 

The young England star, 24, has a 
year left on his Old Trafford deal. His in¬ 
ternational career will depend on con¬ 
stant first team action at the top end of 
the Premier League. He has to decide if 
that will be more likely to happen in 
West London than Manchester. 

It seems midfielders Tiemoue 
Bakayoko from Monaco and Atalanta’s 
Franck Kessie are being heavily 
scouted, while Blues are again looking 
at Senegal centre-back Kalidou 
Koulibaly of Napoli. 

The move for Koulibaly is significant 
and will confirm the end of John Terry’s 


long and illustrious playing reign at 
Stamford Bridge. Terry is 36 and his 19- 
year career should culminate in him 
lifting the Premier League title for the 
fifth time in May. 

LWN Sport went to press before last 
night’s FA Cup encounter with Manch¬ 
ester United. If that match has gone 
well, Terry could add another league 
and cup double to his trophy cabinet. 

His desire to go out as a title winner 
is the reason he turned down a January 
move to West Bromwich Albion. 

Baggies’ boss Tony Pulis, who is 
likely to see Swede Jonas Olsson leave 
The Hawthorns at the end of this cam¬ 
paign, is keen to add Terry to his squad 
and will look to the former England 
skipper in the summer. 

Pulls said: “In January, he (Terry) 
wanted to stay with Chelsea. He wanted 
to stay there and be part of going out as 
a champion. If he becomes available in 
the summer, we’ll sit down and have a 
little think about what we’ve got and 
what we haven’t got, and we’ll take it 
from there. 

“Whether the situation changes, 
whether other people are involved or 
whether he signs another contract at 
Chelsea, we’ll have to wait and see." 

■ IN-form Eden Hazard won the Pre¬ 
mier League’s Goal of the Month award 
for February. 

His mazy solo run and clinical right- 
footer that zipped past Petr Cech against 
Arsenal on February 4 saw him come 
out on top against seven other goals. 

Hazard said: "It’s always good to win 
trophies. It is not my most important 
target to win Goal of the Month, I want 
to win big trophies at the end of the sea¬ 
son, but I can say in a few years’ time to 
my kids that I scored a beautiful goal 
against Arsenal. 

"It meant a lot for the fans and for us, 
because it was a derby and we won the 
game. The most important thing in foot¬ 
ball is that you win the game if you 
score a fantastic goal and I hope to score 
more goals like this." 

CHELSEA Under-18s started their 
elite merit round with a convincing win 
against West Ham United. 

While last week’s 2-1 victory at the 
London Stadium extended the first 
team’s Premier League lead, Jody Mor¬ 
ris’ youngsters thumped their counter¬ 
parts 4-0 in East London. 

Two goals from Callum Hudson-Odoi, 
a penalty from Luke McCormick and a 
second-half strike by Cole Dasilva en¬ 
sured all three points.

Focus on Craven Cottage 


PROMOTION-chasing Fulham 
will break into the top six of 
the Championship for the first 
time this season if they beat 
relegation-threatened 
Blackburn Rovers at Craven 
Cottage tonight (Tuesday). 

Saturday's superb 3-1 victory 
at league leaders Newcastle 
United was Whites' fifth win in 
seven league games and left 
them just two points behind 
sixth-placed Sheffield 
Wednesday with a game in 
hand. 

But three points against 
third-bottom Blackburn 
would see Whites leapfrog 
Wednesday, who were held to 
a draw at home by Burton and 
are not in action again until 
Friday night. 

With Wolverhampton 
Wanderers, also fighting to 
stay out of the bottom three 
in 20th place, visiting SW6 on 
Saturday, back-to-back home 
games gives the West 
Londoners a great chance to 
reinforce their bid to return to 
the Premier League. 

Head coach Slavisa 
Jokanovic said: "It's a great 
step for us, we must play 10 
more games and everything is 
open - even though some 
teams have more points than 
we have right now. 

"On Tuesday night we are 
going to have another 
opportunity to fight for 
another three points. Our 
minds and bodies must be 
rested and we must be ready 
to fight again." 

It will be interesting to see if 
16-year-old left-back Ryan 
Sessegnon retains his place 
after sensationally scoring 
twice in the stunning victory 
in the north-east that 
completed a rare league 
double over Newcastle, who 
were beaten 1 -0 on the 
opening night of the season 
at The Cottage. 

Sessegnon, who made his 
first team debut last August, 
has started only 22 matches 
this season and made seven 
substitute appearances. But 
operating in an advanced role 
on the left wing, the 
Wandsworth-born teenager 
proved too much for the 
Newcastle defence. This first 
brace of his pro career takes 
his goals tally to six and it will 
be difficult to leave him out of 
the side. 

If Sessegnon has the 
confidence to excel in front of 
52,000 at St James' Park, 
surely his youthful 
exuberance, fearlessness and 
obvious talent can be crucial 
to Fulham's promotion push 
in the remaining games. 

Jokanovic said:"Sessegnon is 
working very well. We tried to 
use him in a little bit of a 
different position but in the 
past we have used him in 
more of an offensive position. 

"We expected that he could 
find the space in behind the 
back four of Newcastle and he 
did that twice. He finished 
with a great level of quality. 

He must be satisfied with the 
team and himself too." 

In the 51st minute, 
Sessegnon passed the ball 
into the far corner of the net 
following a clever Sone 
Aluko's backheel and then 
fired home just before the 
hour mark. Tom Cairney had 
put Fulham ahead in the 15th 
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
